Act, which gives the government »t Westminster 
power to declare null and void any part of a Dominion 
statute "repugnant to the provisions of any imperial 
statute operative in the Dominion." A further con¬ 
ference was held in 1929 when this point was again 
discussed and the agreement eventually reached last 
year that the British government, subject to the wish 
of the Dominions, would do away with such consti¬ 
tutional anomalies as still existed in the constitutions 
of the Dominions, leaving them complete masters in 
their own houses. 

Quebec and Ontario, however, got a little rest¬ 
less and felt that if the British government cut the 
last constitutional tie—outside of the right to take 
certain legal cases to the Privy Council in Lon¬ 
don—the power would be given to the Parliament 
of Canada to amend the British North America Act 
when it felt so‘disposed without consulting the prov¬ 
inces. So it was agreed that the British government, 
as far as Canada is concerned, should not be asked 
to repeal the Colonial Laws Validity Act until all 
the provinces had consented unanimously to such 
action being taken. Incidentally, when this act 
shall be repealed, another imperial statute en¬ 
croaching upon the constitutional rights of the Do¬ 
minions, the Merchant Shipping Act of 1894, will 
go with it. 

The conference now in session at Ottawa, there¬ 
fore, has been called by the Dominion Prime Min¬ 
ister to enable the provincial Premiers to talk the 
whole matter over and record their views. To all 
intents and purposes, however, it is merely a matter 
of form! and the request for which the British govern¬ 
ment is waiting no doubt Will promptly follow.

An annual gathering of this kind, however, . is 
not only of importance to those who take part in its 
deliberations. It is of more than passing interest 
to the youth of the province and to the public at 
large. It permits of a frank exchange of view be¬ 
tween the members of the teaching profession, a pool¬ 
ing of ideas which must be mutually beneficial. It also 
is a reminder to the taxpayers that everything possible 
is being done to insure the most efficient service in 
the schools. 

Too often a section of the public imagines that 
because school teachers get two months' respite from 
their labors in the summer, their job is something of 
a sinecure. The nature of the teachers' responsibility 
is not always taken into account. It is sometimes 
forgotten that the direction of the studies of their 
pupils is only a part of the daily grind; yet. for many 
hours every week it is the task of the teacher to be 
something of the parent as well, and that requires 
the application of a sympathetic understanding of 
the young mind—a knowledge of how to deal with it 
under all circumstances during its most impressionable 
period. 

Much of the business of the convention now in 
session, therefore, naturally will be devoted to aspects 
of the teaching profession with which the public is 
not always familiar, but in which it has a direct 
interest. It is hoped, by the way, that the deliberations 
of the convention will be successful in every respect, 
and that the delegates will have a profitable and enjoy¬ 
able time while in Victoria.

CHILDHOOD KEEPSAKES

1 keep the books he used to read as a 
of us have a collection of those old books; dogeared 
and broken-backed, they lie in a dusty comer of the 
attic, or down beneath faded keepsakes in some trunk, 
awaiting inspection at our leisure. It is really better 
not to look at them. 

To be sure, a reinspection of them awakens 
pleasant memories. But it brings up, as well, mel¬ 
ancholy reminders of lost innocence and lost credulity. 
It reminds a man, too emphatically, of the impassable 
gulf that lies between his present state and his brave 
beginnings. 

The pictures are the worst. You go to your 
store of childhood keepsakes and you take down some 
such book as “The Wizard of Oz," or “Treasure 
Island.” or “Alice in Wonderland”: and as you 
look at the pictures there comes back the memory 
of the way in which you used to look at them—the 
ecstatic belief with which you inspected the Emerald 
City of Oz, the pleased wonder that the Walrus and 
the Carpenter evoked, the delightful horror that rose 
up at sight of Long John Silver. 

Now this, of course, is highly enjoyable. But 
the memories of those old-time thrills are inevitably 
depressing. They bring to mind too clearly the dif¬ 
ference between the world as it looks now and the 
world as it looked then. 

For a child, looking at pictures in some such 
books as those named above, is preparing to explore 
new ground. He knows, usually, that the world is 
not quite as the books portray it. There is no magic 
land of Oz for him to seek adventure in; he cannot 
go down a rabbit’s burrow and encounter musical 
mock turtles and animated chessmen; he probably 
will never hunt buried treasure and fall in with desper¬ 
ate pirates. He knows these things, and they do 
not bother him. 

But the point is that his Ipgh expectations of the 
world are not, by that knowledge, diminished. His 
story books may not give him a true picture of the 
world, but he is confident that it will be quite as 
fine a place as they say it is, only in a different way. 

So the grown-up, looking at the old books, re¬ 
members his high hopes—and is compelled, in spite 
of himself, to contrast them with reality. And he 
discovers, once more, that he has been duped. Nothing 
has turned out to be quite as fine and bright and 
gay as he had supposed it would. He himself has 
not cut the figure he had planned to cut. Some¬ 
where things have gone wrong. 

Every sensible adult, naturally, is aware of all 
of this anyway. But it hurts to be reminded of it 
too poignantly; and nothing does the trick quite as 
quickly and completely as a backward glance at the 
books one read a generation ago.

AN UNFORTUNATE DECISION 


A fter deciding that he would 

take twelve, then five, with him to the Round- 
Table Conference in London, Mahatma Gandhi pro¬ 
poses to go alone in the hope that he will be able 
to repeat there the success he achieved in his recent 
dealings with Lord Irwin. He frankly told his most 
intimate colleagues that his reason for setting five 
as the size of the delegation he intended to take with 
him—the All-India National Congress is entitled to 
fifteen--was that he did not want an "unwieldy 
group.” He has eliminated every possibility of this 
by deciding to leave even the five behind. 

The Mahatma has caused a storm of protul 
among his most faithful followers, while his critics 
among his own compatriots are taking no pains to 
disguise their hostility to his role of dictator. 
Gandhi's sincerity of purpose, of course, is not seri¬ 
ously disputed. He has staked everything on his 
mission and is ready to forfeit his life if his cause 
shall fail. But he is making the mistake of ignoring 
the fundamental principle which is reflected in the 
desire of the people of India to govern themselves. 
They have seen in the new toleration, as represented 
by the wish of the most influential leaders of public 
thought in Great Britain for India to become a Do¬ 
minion within the British empire, the dawn of a new 
and brighter day. What is annoying them new, how¬ 
ever, is the spectacle of Gandhi himself substituting 
his own dictatorship for what they consider is the dic¬ 
tatorship of the present viceroy. To them, dictator-

Chinese Trophy at Beacon 
,Hill Suffers From Sea Air 

The famous Chinese bell which 
adorns Beacon Hill Park Is receiving a 
coat of paint, the first administered In 
centuries, in the opinion of Parks Sup¬ 
erintendent W. H. Warren. The bell was 
becoming badly weathered, as a result 
of exposure to the salt 6ea air. and 
after being thoroughly scraped to re¬ 
move the rust has been given a prelim¬ 
inary coat of red lead. The final coat 
will be of a slate brown tint, which is 
expected to be almost Id^ptlcal with 
the natural color of the Iron. 

Care has been taken to ensure that 
the lettering on the bell will not be 
obscured by the protective coating. 

Mr. Warren stated this morning that 
workmen scraping the heavily pitted 
exterior of the bell found, In crevlcea, 
vestiges of an Oriental gummy paint. 
He believed the material to be nut oil 
varlsh. such as Is used In many 
forms throughout China.

Vancouver. April 7. — A plan for 
bringing the marketing of halibut on 
the Pacific Coast under one control 
wes considered at a meeting held in 
Seattle Monday. Backed by fishermen 
and vessel owners from the Canadian 
side, strong representations were made j 
to have the United Pacific Fisheries as ( 
the single marketing concern. 

The scheme would not be feasible In 
the opinion of J. Dybhaven of the 
Roval Fish Company. Prince Rupert, 
who Is in the city to attend two 
meetings of the Biological Board of 
Canada on propagation and the eco¬ 
nomic aspect of Pacific fisheries. 

Filleting of fish had practically revo-, 
lut’onlzcd the industry, he declared, 
and the larger size* of halibut had be -1 
come a drug on the market. Dealers 
refused to take them. 

Another development vitally affect¬ 
ing the price of fish Is the drastic cut 
in prices of other foodstuffs such as 
eggs. In the east It was impossible to 
get “fancy prices’’ for fish when eggs 
sold as low as eight to ten cents a 
dozen. 

Mr. Dybhaven did not think that a 
central selling scheme, which Involved 
the same principles as Okanagan fruit 
marketing, would be a success. It

Winnipeg. April 7—“When I left 
Ottawa on Saturday the feeling was 
that the threatened cancellation of the 
prairie air mall service would not take 
place." Major-General J. H. MacBrlen, 
president of the Aviation League of 
Canada, declared, on hi* arrival here. 

Such a move, he declared, would set 
back aviation In Canada teh years, 
and It was already five years behind 
other countries. At present Canada was 
not getting full benefit from her air 
routes, due to their being only sec¬ 
tional. Airways should embrace an 
Atlantlc-to-Pacific lane, with feeders 
Including an air route to Aklavlk, on 
the Arctic coast, and another to the 
Yukon, he said. The principal feeder, 
however, would be a mall and passen¬ 
ger route to the British Isles by way of 
Hudson Bay. Labrador and Greenland, 
with Winnipeg as western terminus, 
he said. 

General MacBrlen flew from Ottawa 
to Winnipeg in his own moth ship, 
end he asserted that the trip had saved 
him 925 from what railway fares would 
have been.
